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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the plate is angularly 
mobile and forms a dihedron variable with a plane of the diaphragm (claim 5) must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of 
the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "1" has been used to designate both tubular envelope 
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(paragraph 25) and source (paragraph 26). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the 
figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in 
the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 
drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
the section of the diaphragm and the section of the mobile plate work together to form a 
molecular beam as described in the specification. Any structural detail that is essential 
for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. 
MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If 
a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered 
and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
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renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures.

4. The drawings are objected to because reference number 3 should be shown in 
figure 1 , and the scale of the drawings is such the only the structure of the cell is clear. 
The opening of the mobile plate in relation to the diaphragm should be large enough to 
clearly show the invention (including the support rods). Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as 
per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
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any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

5. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: reference numbers 0, 1, 2, 4, 8, and 16 (figure 6). Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

6. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the 
specification should contain all the written description found on the drawings. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming as to enable any person 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the 
same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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8. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The entire structure of the claimed invention is not clearly described, specifically, 
the movement of the mobile plate from its closed position to its open position. For 
example the specification could be amended to include how the mobile plate is moved 
i.e. the control rod 4 is move in the opening direction which contacts the spring loaded 
push ring and causes the support rods to translate along the translational axis and 
move the mobile plate away from the diaphragm along the translational axis. (All of the 
description is support by figures 1 , 2, and 4, and the specification paragraphs 25-28, but 
not clearly described.) 

The "connecting flange" of claim 1 is not described in the specification. 

The subject mater of claim 5 is only described in a single sentence and not in 
such a way as to enable one of ordinary skill in the art to make the claimed apparatus. 

9. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

10. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 line 8, it is not clear what "a section" is. 
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Claim 1 recites the limitation "the level" in line 9. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

In claim 5 it is not possible for the distance of the mobile plate from the exterior 
surface of the diaphragm to be variable as claimed in claim 1 and angularly mobile as 
claimed in claim 5 because to be angularly mobile the mobile plate must be attached to 
the diaphragm at the point of rotation. 

In claim 5 the word "dihedron" is not a word and is not defined in the 
specification. 

In claim 7 line 2 it is not clear what a "connecting organ" is. The examiner 
suggests, "control rod". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 1 . Claims 1-4 and 6-9 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1st and 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

12. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the claims are poorly described and do not particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the present invention, as discussed above, but the examiner believes that the 
applicant is trying to claim a shutter i.e. the mobile plate with a cross section similar, i.e. 
corresponding to, the cross section of the diaphragm, and that the mobile plate is 
movable to various distances from the diaphragm along the longitudinal axis i.e. 
translational axis. If this is correct, such an apparatus was not found in or suggested by 
the art.

The cited art teaches the technological background of the 
invention.
